He gave Mr. Flynt 24 hours to surren- 
der voluntarily. The judge also refused

The 40-year-old publisher has been 
confined to a gold-plated wh e el c h ai r 
since a 1978 assassination attempt in 
Georgia.

Mr. DeLorean, 58, is charged with 
conspiring to distribute $24 million in 
cocaine.

The authenticity of the tape has not 
been verified, and Mr. Flynt refuses to 
say where be got his copy, saying only 
that be paid 825 million for a “pack- 
age” of numerous tapes and other ma- 
terial. 

In Ms' appeal to the Supreme Court, ' 
Mr. Flynt said he had “lost possession” 
of the tape after playing it for reporters 
at a news conference at Ms estate.
